Howard Seymour, of Franklin, the 
young m an who fell from a tree 
Friday m orning while attempting to 
fasten a pulley to a limb, died Satur­ 
day m orning at J>:50 o’clock, having 
never regained consciousness. 
His 
death comes as a shock to the entire 
community and the bereaved family 
will have the sympathy of all in 
this, their great loss. 


At the tim e of the accident How­ 
ard, in company with his father, B.

death.
